Teapot Collectors. 


Tea was not known in England till 


the time of Charles II, but it is inter- 
esting to trace the gradual increase in 
the size of teapots, from the diminutive 
productions ot the Elcrs, in the time 
of Queen Anne and George I, when tea 
was sold in apothecaries' shops, to tho 
capacious vessel which supplied Dr. 
Johnson with "the cup that cheers but 
not inebriates." Mr. Croker, in his edi- 
tion of''Boswell's Life," mentions a 
teapot that belonged to Dr. Johnson, 
winch held two quarts, but this sinks 
into insignificance compared with tbe 
superior magnitude of that in the pos- 
session of Mrs. Marrayat of Wimbledon, 
who purchased it at the sale of Mrs. 
Piozzi's effects at Streatham. This tea- 
pot, 
which was the one originally used 


by Dr. Johnson, holds more than three 
quarts. George IV had a large assem- 
blage of teapots, piled in pyramids in 
the pavilion at Brighton. Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Carter was also a collector of tea- 
pots. Alfeo Mrs. Hawes, who bequeathed 
800 specimens to her daughter, Mrs. 
Donkin. 
Among them aro several be- 


longing to Queen Charlotte. — Salas

PACIFIC KAILKOAUS BOXIXS. 


The Chairmen of the Senate and 


House Committees on Pacific Rail- 
roads have had frequent conference a 
Of late with the view of determining on 
some line of action which would me< t 
the complicated condition of the affaiie 
of the subsidized Pacific railroads-. 
The debts of those roads are fast ma- 
turing and it irf imperative that the 
present Congress leyinlate 011 the kut- 
ject. It is hoped by the Chairmen of 
the Committee** that a common policy 
will bo detenmufcd by both Cornmitteen 
which will weeure the 
Government 


against IOHS, aud secure the 
roadt- 


agaiuHt action which would not only be 
shameful, but ruinous to them. 


According to the report of the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury, there are now 
outotundiug $&i,623,512 of the 6 per 
cent, bouda of the Uuited States, which 
were isssued in aid of the Pacific roads. 
ThebB bonds were isnued under the act 
of July 1, 1862, and the act of July "2, 
186i, uiuJ mature at various dates from 
Januwry 16, 18'Jo, I" January 1, 189'J. 
Tho amount mat 
.a^ at the 
first 


named date is *J,y62,OQO. The bonds 
are absolutely payable ( ™ the respect- 
ive dates of their maturity, differing 
from other outstanding bonds, which 
aro redomii'iblo at the pleasure of the 
Government after certain dates. 


The u-;t of July 1, 1SOJ, provided that 


these bonds " should constitute a first 
mortgage on the whole line of railroad 
and telegraph, together with the roll- 
ing stock, fixtures and property of 
every kind and description," but the 
act of 
July 
2, 186i, modified and

in a speech. It was at the Yale alumni 
dinner last night. Judge Brewster, in 
commenting u poii past Presidents of the 
United States, made use of the remark- 
able words: "In times of peace it is 
easy enough for any man to act as 
President of these United States. I 
refer you to the husband of Mrs, 
Hayes." 


Judge Brewer, after seeing the effect 


o" his ill-timed reference to a former 
President, requested 
the reporters 


present to make no mention of it. It is 
probably the first time in American 
history that a Justice of the most 
dignified and powerful court of che 
1 md ever made in a public speech such 
a reference to a former Presidsnt. 


Mr. Dunning, the Pres'-dent of last 


uUht'd dinner, who ia a warm friend of 
Justice Breavvster, said: 


" I suppose the Justice meant to iu- 


dicLito that Mr. H lyes was a type of the 
ordinary man in contradistinction to 
Lincoln, who was ex raordinary. 
Per- 


sonally, I should not like to agree with 
the -Tusti(5e that Mr. Hayes was a type 
of the ordinary among our Presidents. 
Far from it, I do not see why the Jus- 
tice will not have to father the remark, 
and I presume he is ready to do so. It 
was made at a practical public gather- 
ing and everybody might have heard 
it." 


INarrow Escape of the .San Kafael Ferry 


Boat on San. Francisco Say. 


SAN FBANCISCO, January 27.—The 300 


or more passengers on board the ferry 
boat San Rafael narrowly escaped a 
frightful disaster this morning. The 
steamer 
Columbia 
from 
Portland 


crashed into the ferry boat, carrying 
away her starboard railing abaft the 
wheel and doing considerable other 
damage. It was only by the presence 
of mind and quick action of the San 
Rafael's Captain that the bow of the 
Columbia was prevented from striking 
amidship, in which case the Sail Rafael 
would have sunk before reaching shore 
and fatality would have resulted. The 
San Bafael was corning from Sausalito 
at half speed, as the fog on the bay was 
so thick that nothing could be Been a 
length away, when suddenly the hull 
of the Columbia 
loomed, bows on 


through the fog. At the rate both 
steamers going the Columbia would 
have crashed into the ferry boat's port 
wheel. The bell for full speed rang out 
on the latter, and she headed obliquely 
towards the Columbia, so that when the 
collision did come the bow of the big 
steamer glanced off astern, carrying 
with it the stantions, railing aud por- 
tions of the deck 
and side. 
The 


damage done is comparatively trifling. 


Railroad War. 


DENVER, January 27.—A peculiar rail- 


road war between the San Pete Valley 
road and the Rio Grande Western is 
reported 
from 
Manti, Utah. 
The 


former line is forty-four miles long and 
runs down the valley from 
Nephi, 


where it connects with the Union Pa- 
cific to Manti. For over half this dis- 
tance it parallels the Western, and for 
the purpose of compelling this line to 
come to terms, on a local rate, the San 
Pete is carrying all passengers and 
freight free. The manager declares 
he is able to keep this up seven years, 
unless the Western comes to lime. 
The San Pete road is owned by an 
English company and is a narrow gauge 
road.

If the sputum has been tinged with 
bio )d, this condition disappears, con- 
trary to what might be expected, as cre- 
osote is said to congest the bronchial 
mucous membrane, and while at first 
tho sputum is not much lessened, iir at 
all, its character is changed—from be- 
ing thick aud yellow—imico-purulent, 
in fact—it becomes thinner, fiothy and 
contains less solid matter.

tbo employment of this metwnire the 
respirator lias been worji almost con- 
stantly." is tho testimony of tho doctor. 


Ho tried aLso tho effect, in a large 


ward of a hospital, of allowing an an- 
tiseptic mixture to simmer gently over 
a low firo dining tho night. This mix- 
ture generally consisted of oil of euca- 
lyptus, carbolic ncid and turpentine. 
A dram each of tho first two and two 
drams of the last were put in about a 
quait of water in a shallow dish and 
heat applied. 
Tho effect was to fill the 


ward with a pungent, aromatic vapor, 
which has u markedly restful action, 
coughing being not nearly so general 01 
frequent.—New York Ledger.
